ENDED HIS LIFE 


Vancouver, June 7—Hanging from a 
tree adjacent to the reservoir trail In 
Stanley Park, the lifeless body of 
George Goddard, 711 Uurrard Street, 
was found'ahortly after 7 a.m.

He touched upon the paucity of traffic originating in British 
Columbia, outside the Coast communities, and the heavy additional 
costs involved in hauling freight over or around mountains. This,

Farr of tha High School staff. In an 
addraas before the Gyro Club to¬ 
day on tha subject of “Seeing 
Around tha Business Corner.*’ 

Mr. Parr told of tha business eyrie. 
Which Included the slump, the period 
of recovery and the boom. Men |n 
all ways of lif# tried to anticipate 
the future, he nald. and they built on 
thetr foreslsht In reoent years 
science had come to the aid of fore¬ 
sight and the Induetrlal economist or 
statistician waa able to foretell the 
needs of the future. These men. de¬ 
clared Mr Farr, had Worked out. 
over a period of more than one cen¬ 
tury. that there Is a period of from 
■ eight to eleven years between each 
boom. 

THE NATURAL FLOW 

At the preeent time the Influential 
men of the United States are trying 
to anticipate the future and wbnd- 
erlng whether or not their boom la 
nearing Its end and a period of de¬ 
pression about to set in. went pn 
Mr. Farr. He produced a diagram 
to show tbs large amount of gold 
held by the United States and the 
small amount In Eurooe. This 
tended to the cheaper production of 
goods In Europe and the natural flow 
of these goods was to the land with 
the large amount of gold, where pro¬ 
duction was much higher. 

“As long as the Valted States has 
a large gold reserve cheap gqods will 
continue to flow there despite the 
tariff." stated Mr. Farr. 

Business men. he went on, should 
protect themselves more for the 
crises which Inevitably followed a 
boost In many cases business men 
expanded at the peak, and were not 
In a:" good position to weather the 
slump. 

"Every man In business should be 
trying to chart the future so as to 
soften the period of depression and 
prevent the peak from going too 
high." advised Mr. Farr.

Incidentally, while the figurea in¬ 
clude the troopa m Northern Africa, they lake no 
account of the forcea in French colonies or protec¬ 
torate countriea, nor in thoae for which France holda 
a mandate under the League of Nations and the 
Treaty of Veraaillea. 

To the caaual obaerver at thia distance it seems 
an extraordinary thing thqt France, nearly eight years 
after the end of the Great War. should deem it 
necessary to maintain an army greater than that of 
Great Britain and the United States combined, and 
at a time when the franc is worth only a few cents. 
Surely the French taxpayer has a right to look for 
practical signs of tcowmfyitpm his Government at 
this stage. There is nothing on the international hori- 
7 on to justify an army very nearly at war atrentfh. 
In this also the British taxpayer has an interest. He 
is the heaviest taxed individual in the world and the 
only prospect he has of France paying her debt to 
Great Britain, and thus promising him some relief, 
is a payment of $20,000,000 this year—not enough 
to induce Mr. Churchill to cut the present sale.

These are the figure, quoted in the laat 
quarterly report to be iuued. They show a slight 
reduction in compariion with the situation at January 1, 
when there were 259 ships, representing a tonnage 
of 407,664, without anything to do. It will' be 
noted that the increase given in the first quarter it a 
comparatively small one over the previous three 
months. In fact, while northern ports did better, 
southern ports, including London Docks and South¬ 
ampton and Bristol, showed increased idleness to the 
extent of cloee on 70.000 tons. 

Just a little more than twelve months ago very 
busy shipping magnates from Great Britain and the 
United States left their offices and hurried to Ottawa 
as fast as steamship and passenger train could carry 
them. Their business was to oppose the Dominion 
Government's ship subsidy proposal at all costs. They 
spent very large sums of money in various ways and 
one of the most complete lobbies ever organized at 
Ottawa worked for all k was worth for many days 
and nights. Sir William Petersen died while the 
parliamentary committee was investigating the af¬ 
fairs of the North Atlantic Conference.

The Influence of Christianity la 
such that with extreme difficulty 
could one find In this country of ours 
an Individual unaffected by It. It 
Is one thing, however, to cbm* under 
the Influence of Christianity; It Is 
quite another thing to have a per¬ 
sonal experience of that religion of 
which Jesus Christ la the centre and 
of which the New Testament is the 
record. 

In the main, thought of the Chris¬ 
tian religion, has centred tn the per¬ 
son and teaching of Jesus Christ. 
Next In Impoftance has been the 
study of Christian experience snd no 
personal experience has received so 
much consideration as that of the 
apostle Paul., saint scholar, traveler 
and missionary. Biographical and 
autobiographical sketches alike re¬ 
veal s man with s genuine and vital 
religious experience. In this service 
It Is possible to concentrate only 
upon a part of that varied experience 
snd 1 Invite you to examine the 
meaning of the testimony and declar¬ 
ation or faith found In the text. 

1 OOMliar his decisive act Hi 
refers to the commitment of himself 
to God, which he describes as de¬ 
positing himself In the keeping of 
God. In Christ Jesua. During his 
lifetime Paul had a few red-letter 
days. It was such a day when for 
the first tlms he saw Jerusalem; It 
was such a day when he sat at the 
feet of the great teacher. Gamaliel, 
and It was such a day when he be¬ 
came an advocate of Judaism. But 
all those days were eclipsed, when 
one day on the way to Damascus he 
was confronted with Jesus of Naxar- 
eth. whom he persecuted, and there 
and then he changed his attitude to 
Jesus and acknowledged His Lord- 
ship. His call to dtsclpleshlp was 
responded to In whole-hearted con¬ 
secration to Christ and the dedication 
of his powers of body, mind and spirit 


to a cause than which is no greater 
In the world. That was the day of 
his conversion, the dsy of his second 
birth, the dsy of his emsnctpatlou 
from the law. the day of his redemp¬ 
tion from sin snd guilt and condem* 
nation. It was the dsy when he put 
off the garment of self-righteousness 
and put on the robe of Christ's 
righteousness. It was the day when 
his feet were put In the path of life. 
It was for him the beginning of an 
experience of the grace of God.

That act of depositing his life In 
the keeping of God was a voluntary 
one as Is the case of every such 
commitment. There was no divine 
compulsion used, for God does not 
compel such action. It was the set 
of a man free to do what he would 
with hi* life. But at the same time 
It -was the act of a man convinced 
that his previous conscientious ob¬ 
jections'to Jesus of Nsxareth were 
groundless and that In opposing 
Jesus his had been misplaced and 
misdirected seal The revelation of 
Jesus Christ broke down his oppo¬ 
sition and the true and fullest use of 
his will was found In subjecting It 
to the will of God. This religious ex¬ 
perience Is never thrust upon any¬ 
one hut Is made possible by the grace 
of God In Christ Jesus. Only through 
persons] dealings with Jesus, who Is 
declared to be the only Saviour. Is It 
effectually known. By an act of 
commitment of the soul to Jesus, 
Paul and all who Imitate him are 
saved.

If your thoughts have been fear 
and worry thoughts, then poverty, 
want and lack are shown in your 
environment «* the results. 

No man has a right, unless he can¬ 
not help himself, to remain where he 
will be constantly subjected to 
cramping. ambition-blighting In¬ 
fluences and great temptations of 
poverty. His self-respect demands 
that he should get out of such an 
environment. It is his duty to put 
himself In a position of d*gn1ty and 
Independence. 

There are plenty of evidences sur¬ 
rounding us showing that we were 
Intended for grand things, sublime 
things: for abundance and not for 
poverty. Poverty snd want do not 
fit • man's divine nature. The trouble 
with us Is that we do not have 
enough faith and confidence In our¬ 
selves to build our lives successfully. 
We do not dare fling out our souls 
desire. We ask little things and we 
expect little things, pinching our de¬ 
sires and limiting our supply.

In the Heart of the Canadian Rockies 
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the Bread of L*fe" and proceeds to 
develop that text In two distinct but 
closely connected points.

He 
that cometh to me shall not hunger 
and he that belleveth In me shall 
not thirst." (Jo. vl. 15).* In the second 
part, metaphor is abandoned and He 
declares: "I am the living bread 
which came down from heaven.
